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Japanese Relations and Peace 
R. DAVID STAR JORDAN, Chancellor of Stanford Univer- 
sity, speaking to a large number of Stanford University 
alumni and other people at the Glenwood Mission Inn Wed- 
nesday night, in the light of personal investigations, painted 
a most optimistic picture of the good will of the Japanese people 
‘as a whole toward the United States and of the growing sentiments 
there against the militaristic elements. It was heartening to all 
who heard him and have a hope for a peaceful Pacific and general 
international peace among nations. 
While the conditions described by Dr. Jordan appear to be 
almost too ideal to some, nevertheless, there is no doubt that most 
of the anti-Japanese agitation and feeling is based upon false in- 
formation and has been brought about to some extent by a yellow 
journalism, which is now recognized as such in Japan as well as 
the United States. It is: also true that Japan has made good in 
living wtp to her obligations in seeking to carry out the provisions 
of the Washington conference agreements and that she will be an 
important factor along with England in working out the final most 
feasible plans for world peace and a union or association of world 
powers to seek to prevent warfare on any great scale and securing 
general disarmament. . 
As the speaker stated, Japan’s financial resources have been 
taxed to the limit already in paying for war and war equipment. 
The burden is one that has come to make itself felt in the whole 
country and will have an important influence, as it must also have 
in Europe, in bringing nations to their senses and a realization that 
they must be willing to work out a plan that will make future 
armaments and warfare as nearly negligible as possible. 
It doesn’t seem possible that the people of this country have 
failed to vrasp the lessons of the World War to the extent that they 
will allow racial prejudices to stand in the way of friendly and 
wholesome international relations, not only with Japan but with all 
of the rest of the world and it is a constant wonder that some 
of our so-called statesmen at Washington believe that it will be 
possible for this country to remain permanently out of some sort 
of league or association of nations, formed for the welfare of all 
countries, mindful of the rights of each, no matter how large or 
small,

But bad news, given wings, may bring sorrow and 
ruin upon people who certainly are notedeserving of a punishment 
beyond the penalty of their mistakes. 

More charity for others will mean more charity for ourselves 
and we will gradually come to take a keener delight in reporting 
something good of some person than something bad. Good is con- 
structive; bad is destructive. Just before you are about to let out 
a bit of ‘‘bad news,’’ stop and think a moment. See if you can’t 
think of something good to say in place of it. The chances are ten 
to one that you can and that you will.

Future Juries 


NDICATIONS are strong that the plan of having three-fourths 
of a jury frame the verdict will be incorporated into law 





with the utmost speed. Seldom has a proposed measure re- 

ceived such wide and immediate endorsement. Commenda- 
tions come from bench and bar as well as from many civie organiza- 
tions and countless individuals. 

Impatience over the delays in criminal cases, the delays often 
the cause of defeating justice in the end, has been manifest for a 
long time. One pernicious form of delay was in the tricks by which 
criminal lawyers have caused disagreements. Following one failure, 
there would be other trials, each at great expense, and finally the 
defendant, possibly known to be guilty, would be turned loose. The 
fact that a single recalcitrant, stupid or corrupt juror could defy 
the judgment of the eleven, made very precarious the task of eon- 
vieting even the most brazen offender. 

In many recent cases eventuating in mistrial after two or three 
efforts to exiablish the truth, prisoners have been released, the state 
recognizing the impossibility of convicting, and yet certain that con- 
viection had been deserved. In several of these instanees all but 
two or three jurors had voted in favor of a verdict of guilt. 

The courts have difficulty in dealing with the criminal cases, 
so great is the number of these. The difficulty is multiplied now 
by the ease with which a‘procedure that should be final, is permitted 
to be the initial trial of a long, and often futile series of trial. The 
general belief is that the three-fourths rule would be a remedy for 
this evil.—Pasadena Post.

The problem of sanitary sewage | 
disposal need no longer bother the | 
California farmer. Last year over 
four hundred septic tanks were con- 
structed on the farms in’ California 
under the direction of the Agricul- 
tural Extension and Agricultural En- 
gineering Divisions of the Univer- 
sity, co-operating with the various 
farm bureau centers. 

As many as eighty farmers have 
attended a single septic tank con- 
struction demonstration. At these 











explained. The proper placing’ and 
supporting of the form in the hole 
is made clear to all before the con- 
crete is poured. The equipment, 
kind and grade of materials and 
methods of proportioning, mixing and 
placing of concrete are thoroughly 
explained during the actual construc- 
tion of the tank. The knowledge 
gained in handling concrete has prov- 
ed to be of much use to the farmer 
in improving conditions generally 
about the farm. 

This particular type of single com- 
partment septic tank was first con- 
structed in California in May, 1919. 
It is becoming more popular each 
year. The concrete walls and floor 
are four inches thick. Redwood 
baffle boards are used. These do 
not rot owing to their being sub- 
merged. The smallest size of tank, 
recommended as satisfactory for a 
household of ten persons, is 3 feet 
wide, 4 feet deep, 7 feet long. Two 
other standard sizes are recommend- 


f ed for a greater number of persons. 


The cost of a septic tank sys- 
tem, including tile, varies with the 


0 price of materia! in different local- 


ities. Twenty-seven dollars to thirty- 
six dollars is the average material 
cost. Fifty dollars to sixty dollars 
has been the average total cost of 
the several, thousand tanks of this 
design built in this state the past 
few years. Skilled labor is not 
necessary in the construction of the 
tank.

was made for permits to graze live 
stock. However, it was realized that, 
excepting for a pioneer period, the 
charge for our government range 
must eventually be based upon its 
fair commercial value. 

As steps toward such valuation, 
a moderate increase was made in 
grazing fees in 1918 and 1919, at 
which time the stockmen using na- 
tional forest ranges were given five- 
year permits expiring at the close 
of 1923. Coincident with the issu- 
ance of such permits, the stockmen 
were advised that the various na- 
tional forest ranges would be care- 
fully .appraised during that period 
and fees adjusted accordingly for a 
new five-year period beginning in 
1924, and that the new fees would 
be announced early in 1923. The 
work of range appraisal has advanc- 
ed to where it is now evident that 
a readjustment of fees would result 
in a marked increase in the grazing 
charges made on many national for- 
ests. 

However, the livestock industry in 
the west is suffering severely from 
economic collapse following the war 
and aggravated by the climatic con- 
ditions which have been unfavorable 
to the industry in a number of 
western states. It is therefore felt 
by forestry officials that it would 
be unwise to take action at this 
time which would result in increas- 
ing their burdens. For this reason 
the forester has recommended and 
the Secretary of Agriculture has ap- 
proved the postponement of the re- 
adjustment of fees until the graz- 
ing season of 1925.

worthless. The fact of the unusual 
name, identical even to middle init- 
ial, proved a puzzle and the police 
pinnae inclined to the belief that the 
Los Angeles man had merely taken 
the name of the Ontario capitalist 
to further his activities. The fact, 
i however, that the Ontario man never 
uses his full name in his official sig- 
nature, signing merely “H. I. Ross,” 
probably saved him from further com- 
plications. 

The Los Angeles Ross is said to 
have been acquitted of a charge of 
forging a check for $380 early in| 
1921, but dropped from sight follow- 
ing the issuance of a warrant for his 
arrest after his alleged forgeries of
